WASHINGTON, March 18.—The 
Japanese government interprets the 
League of Nations covenant in its 
present form as providing for the ar- 
bitration of any grievance arising 
from the exclusion of Japanese sub- 
jects from any country or from any 
other question of immigration. 

The Japanese government regards 
an immigration question as an inter- 
national, not a domestic, question, 
and as such clearly subject to the 
agencies for the settlement of inter- 
national disputes provided by the 
League of Nations constitution. 

I obtained this information today 
from the highest authoritative 
source of intelligence relating to the 
view of the Tokio government. 

The view of the Japanese govern- 
ment heretn disclosed is diametrical- 
ly opposed to that of President Wil- 
son, who informed Senators and 
Representatives at the White House 
dinner that the question of immigra- 
tion, including Japanese or Chinese 
exclusion, is purely a domestic ques- 
tion and could not possibly come 
within the jurisdiction of the League 
of Nations.

Overseas Long Enough to Wain 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.| 

NEW YORK, March 18.—Home 
from six té6 eight months’ overseas 
service, nearly 100 California nurses 
from three base hospitals, Nos. 30 
and 47 of San Francisco and 35 of 
Los Angeles, are hete awaiting dis- 
charge to return to their homes. 
Most of them are spending the week 
or ten days before their release shop- 
ping and becoming accustomed to 
the changes in style since they left 
New York last summer. 

Units Nos. 47 and 35 arrived on 


the Hollandia from Brest after a’ 


rough passage of thirteen days, 
which made the Californians even 
more eager to glimpse the Statue of 
Liberty as they came into the. har- 
bor late in the afternoon. 


Base No. 35 left Los Angeles for 
training camps in March and April 
a year ago, many serving for three 
months in eastern army canton- 
ments. They mobilized in New York 
in July to await transportation to 
Burope. Because of the heavy troop 
movement at the time, their de- 
parture was postponed until August 
9. when they sailed on the Olympic 
for Southampton. 

“And if we had a rough time com- 
Ing back,” one of the nurses sald to- 
day, “we certainly had an enjoyab) 

over.” . 

“As goon as We arrived at our 
base at Mars Allier, we Degari 
immediately* to put the place in 
shape for receiving patients. We 
were there from August 21 until 
February 14, little more than enough 
time to obtain our gold chevrons for 
six months overseas. 

DESCRIBES BOMBARDMENT. 

“While those who remained at the 
base saw plenty of hard work, the 
nurses in the surgical teams which 
went to evacuation hospitels just be- 
hind the front lines saw more of the 
real thing called war. One of them, 
who was detached later and is still 
th France, or with the American 
troops in Germany, came back and 
told us of her experience during 
bombardments. 

“Near the evacuation hospitel 
where the team to which she was 


attached was handling wounded men, 


extracting bullets, etc., she saw 
Weavy shelis exploding. After the 
bombardment many soldiers in the 
vicinity had been killed, she said, 
and others had been severely 
wounded. 

“One of our most Interesting ex- 

ences Was with a German base 
hospital unit captured In the final 
stage of the war, when the enemy 
was unable to move back as fast as 
the Americans advanced. The Ger- 
man it wags composed of about 
twenty nurses. 

‘Their stay at our base lasted 
about six weeks, until about the first 
of the year, when I, suppose they 
went back to Germany, inasmuch as 
they were not prisoners of war. 

MESSAGE FOR HOME. 

“The nurses noticed, however, that 
they traveled in a Red Cross train, 
which apparently was not handy 
when we started for Brest. Our re- 
turn was second class and dirty; I 
don’t believe the cars had been 
cleaned since the war started, 

“You can tell Los Angeles that we 
certainly are glad to be back in the 
old U.S.A., and are longing to board 
the train for the West.”

as genuine. The blank spaces in the 
discharge had been filled in by Mer- 
ton and a forged name of an army 
colonel signed. The discharge is 
made out to Private Samuel Camp- 
— Biessing, an alias used by Mer- 
on. 

According to Sergt. Slaughter, the 
only difference between the dis- 
charge in Merton’s possession and a 
real one is that’it does not bear the 
final quartermaster's stamp showing 
that the soldier has been paid in full, 
and the back of the discharge is not 
marked with a railroad stamp show- 
ing that the soldier has received 
railroad transportation. 

"The facts in Merton's case and the 
counterfeit document were sent by 
Sergt. Slaughter to the army intel- 
ligence offices in San Francisco, and 
also taken up with the local Fed- 
eral agents. A careful search for a 
branch office selling the 
counterfeit discharges fn this city

INDICT A HAIR 
DYE SALESMAN. 


Grand Jury Accuses Him of 
Getting Money Illegally. 


Owners are Accusers. 


Promised Them Protection for 
a Sum, ’Tis Said. 


Acclsed of representing to women 
conductors of bath and massage 
parlors that he “had great influence 
with the Police Commission, and 
that he directed the actions” of that 
body, Edward Shwartz, owner of a 
supply store at 331% South Spring 
was indicted yesterday by 
the county grand jury. The indict- 
ment recites fourteen separate 
counts of grand larceny and four- 
teen alleged offenses of obtaining 
money under false pretenses, grow- 
ing out of the same cases, or twen- 
ty-eight counts In all. The indictment 
covers forty-three pages. 

Shwartz is accused of collecting a 
total of $2040 from these women, 
with the understanding that he 
would be able to renew their licenses 
at the end of a six-months period, 
or get them a new license. Shwartz 
is a hair-dye salesman, and sold his 
goods to many bath ‘and massage 
parlors. 

According to the District Attor- 
ney’s office, the twenty-eight counts 
in the indictment cover only a. small 
portion of the total sum collected by 
Shwartz during the past two years. 
But eighteen women who conduct 


j these places appeared as witnesses 


before the grand jury, and it is said 
that more than twice that many 
Places are operated in Los Angeles, 
and paid for “protection.” It is in- 
timated that the total collections 
made in this manner during the pe- 
riod beginning about July 1, 1916, 
would reach about $20,000. 

BOND I8 FIXED. 


Shwartz, who was arrested Satur- 


| day morning, was taken before Judge 


Craig. in whose court the indictment 
was filed, and his bail was fixed at 
$25,000, His case was then trans- 
ferred to Department Seventeen, the 
‘court of Judge Willis, for trial. In 
asking for high bail, Dist.-Atty. 
Woolwine and ‘Deputy District-At- 
torney Doran, stated that Shwartz 
was a “go-between and collector 
of money, which no doubt found its 
way into high places.” and that a 
determined effort would be made to 
get him out of the jurisdiction of the 
court if the bail were not made suffi- 


| ciently high to assure his appearance 


for trial. 

The indictment of Shwartz is the 
third since the inquiry into alleged 
graft in the police and other city de- 
partments started by the grand jury 
and the District Attorney. George 
8S. Brown and Julius McAllister, ne- 
gro politicians, were indicted on 
charges of intimidating a grand 
jury witness, Lulu Wright, and at- 
tempting to get her to swear false- 
ly before that body. George Hen- 
derson, another negro politician, was 
arrested Monday, and it was inti- 
‘mated that a somewhat similar 
'charge would be made against him. 
All four are held on bail of $25,- 
000 each. 

JURY ADJOURNS. 

The first count against Shwartz 
contains the allegation that on July 
1, 1916, he obtained $130 from Ma- 
rie Savage. For this he is accused 


\ of grand larceny. The second count 


recites that he represented to her 
that he had great influence with the 
| Police Commission, that he con- 
‘trolled and directed the actions of 
that body in granting and denying 
permits to conduct bath and massage 
pariors, and that if she would pay 
him the $130 for the privilege of be- 
ing granted a permit for six months, 
in addition to the regular fee pro- 
vided by the city charter, she could 
obtain the permit. It further alleges 
that these representations are false 
and therefore he defrauded the 
woman out of that sum. The same 
allegations are made in the other 
cases.

S. Miyamato, a Japanese, 
for twenty-four years an en- 
listed man in the navy, and 
the holder of a good conduct 
medal issued by the Navy De- 
partment, holds the distinction 
of being the first Japanese in- 
vested with American citizen- 
ship here, that honor having 
oeen canferred upon him by 
United States District Judge 
Bledsoe, in chambers, yester- 
day. 

Under the recent naturaliza- 
tion law passed by Congress, 
aliens with certain records as 
to service In the army or the 
navy are subjects for citizen- 
ship, but Miyamato is the first 
Japanese to apply for that 
honor in the local courts. 
About twenty years ago a 
Japanese was naturalized by 
the Superior Court of San 
Bernarding county, but the 
history of the case and the 
name of the lucky foreigner 
have long ago been relegated 
to Hmbo. 

Miyamato is at this time 
steward for Admiral Fullam, 
of the battleship Oregon, lying 
off the Harbor.

*(7.) e distribution and management 
of appropriated women are transferred to 
the Saratoff Anerchist Club.” 

“(9.) Men citizens have the right to use 
one woman not oftener than three times 
a week for three hours, observing the rules 
specified below.” 

“(16.) The children born are given to an 
institution for training after they are one 
month old.” 

The provisions are twenty-two in all and 
slamefully make women a public utility, 
like a sewer or a street car. The degrada- 
tion of it is almost unthinkable, but it has 
come to Russia, 

From confiscating small business and prt- 
vate properties to the communizing of wom- 


anhood, to bring “the greatest good to the 


greatest number,” is, we now see in the 


case of Russia, but a short journey. After 
declaring railroads “community property,” 


declaring farms and shops and merchan- 
dise “community property.” a logical step 
is to declare women and children “commu- 


nity property.” 


And, branching out a little on this sub- 


ject, The Times is of the opinfon that the 
end does not justify the means in the legal 


confiscation of the California vineyards. 
The defenders of the procedure say it was 
done for a moral purpose. Such has been 
the cry of Lenine and Trotzky in applying 
the same reasoning to the rights of prop- 
erty in Russia.

TDOLAND’S CORRIDOR. 

Germany’s famous conspiracy to seize 
the vast man power of Russia and sweep in 
conquest over the earth is a very sick con- 
spiracy. — 


“Drang Nach Osten,” which is the verbal 


expression of that conspiracy, is singing a 


low and mournful song. 

The sentence of death upon it {fs the 
tentative agreement on the part of the 
Peace Conference to grant Poland access 
to the sea. 

According to yesterday's cables from 
France, the delegates have agreed to open 
for Poland a “corridor” from the present 
Polish boundaries to the Baltic Sea, the 
aforesaid “corridor” beginning at a point 
Just east of Danzig. 

Although the delegates are not oblivious 
of the benefit to Poland, it would be hypoc- 
risy to pretend that the chief objective of 
this radical change of boundaries is to give 
Poland access to the sea. 

The real purpose is obvious to anyone 
with eyes to look at a map: it is to close 
the gate in the face of Germany as she 
peers greedily toward the east. 

Germany's plan for gaining world power 
has always been an eastern policy. Her 
grabbing of Belgium, her looting of France 
were only incidental crimes. 

The Kaiser's real intention was to press 
On toward the east; cut off England from 
India; absorb the Russian government and, 
with Russia's vast food resources ang her 
unlimited man power, tear up every other 
government on the earth. 

She had indeed made great and danger 
OUs progress toward that end. Through an 
arranged marriage the German Foreign Of- 


fice had, in the Czarina, a trusted agent in 


the very Inner circles of the Russian court. 
The most important industries and the most 
important political offices were in German 
hands. Through her wonderful comnier- 
cial machinery Germany had succceeded in 
tying the vast products of Russia's soil to 
her apron strings. fa, 


Pressing onward with the slow and dead. 
ly patience of a glacier, Germany was eat-. 


ing her way along the shores of the Baltic. 
She already held Hast Pru of course. 
Beyond that the German advance guard— 
the German merchants, the traders and 
bankers were pressing their way. There 
were Baltic provinces of Russia which were 
German in everything but flag. . 

The next step was deadly plain and cer- 
tain. Russia was to be flung back from the 
shores of the Baltic; the Baltic was to be- 
come a German lake. Germany was to ab- 
solutely control the vast products of Rus- 
sia. This would give the Kaiser almost the 
power of life and death over the people of 
Western Europe. It would be his to starve 
them if he chose, for he would control « 
great part of the food supply of Europe— 
& supply, by the way, certain to grow in im- 


portance as the population of the crowded 


European countries grew denser and the 
methods of food cultivation in the great 
areas of Russia grew greater. 

The Kaiser was well pleased with the 
Picture of himself sitting as lord and maa- 
ter of the civilized earth—which he cer- 
tainly would have been. ee : 

The victory of the Allies has caused the 
plan to languish somewhat: still the dread- 
ed conspiracy, “Drang Nach Osten,” re- 
mains a living danger. There is a distinct 
Possibility that the plan of pressing on into 
Russia will be revived in the future when 
Germany again feels sure of her strength. 


The most effective way to insure the 


world against the rebirth of this dangerous 
weed is to Rive Poland access to the Baltic 
Sea, 


_ Germany can do nothing in the way of. 
world conquest without the co-operation of 


Russia; and this will absolutely cut her off 
from Russia. : 

As an immediate military measure the 
opening of this “corridor” effectually draws 
the Kaiser's claws. No future war lord of 
Germany can even mobilize all his troops 
To get to his important East Prussian prov- 
inces (the exposed jugular vein of Ger- 
many as the events of the war demonstrat- 
ed) the future war lord would have to pad- 
die out into the Baltic and circle around. 
He could not get from West Prussia to East 
Prussia without crossing enemy sof. 

On the whole, the German military god 


can be said to be pretty thoroughly bot- 


tled up.

It was my good fortune, or mis- 
fortune, to see our army camip at 
Brest at its best. | 

On my way to embark for Amer- 
ica I arrived there the day that Gen. 
Pershing, in response to the increas- 
ing chorus of complaints from re- 
turning soldiers, visited Pontanezen, 
the chief point of concentration at 
that port. 

As is usual in such cases, those 
in charge apparently had, as far as 
possible; set “their house in order” 
in anticipation of the visit. It is
